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PLATE    I. 


HEWS  the  Plan  and 
Elevation  of  a  Building* 
wherein  is  a  Cove  Seat, 
Sixteen  Feet  Diameter, 
with  other  Conveniencies 
as  follow  :  A,  the  Floor, 
B,  a  fmall  Room,  with  a  Chimney  j  C,  a 
Bog-Houie  ;  D,  Stairs  leading  to  a  Room 
eight  Feet  fquare  over  the  Crown  of  the 
Cove  for  Muficians,  &c.  the  Floor  is  one 
Step  above  the  Surface,  but  if  built  on 
Low  Ground,  it  will  appear  much  more 
graceful  to  be  elevated  on  a  Subplinth 
three  or  four  Feet  high,  and  afcended 
to  by  Steps  in  Proportion. 
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PLATE     II. 

Shews  the  Plan  and  Elevation  of  a  Ter- 
min.-Seat,  Sixteen  Feet  wide  in  the  Clear, 
whofe  Floor  is  elevated  Four  Feet  Six 
Inches  above  the  Surface  of  the  Earth,  for 
the  feveral  Proportions,  fee  the  Scale. 


PLATE     III. 

See  A  the  Plan  for  a  fmall  Temple, 
or  Summer-houie,  Ten  Feet  each  Way 
in  the  Clear  j  B  fhews  the  Elevation  -, 
this  Defign  will  be  moft  fuitable  on  an 
Eminence  in  a  rural  Plantation.  The 
Defign  C,  is  Eight  Feet  wide  in  the 
Clear,  and  may  be  adapted  to  a  Gateway, 
-Garden  Seat,  &c.

Shews  the  Plan  and  Elevation  of  a  fmall 
Temple,  Ten  Feet  each  Way  in  the  Clear  ; 
A  the  Steps ;  B  a  Well-Hole  5  in  the 
groin'd  or  cov'd  Ceiling  open  to  the  Cupola. 
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PLATE     V. 

Shews  the  Elevation  of  a  Temple, 
Twenty-two  Feet  wide  in  Front,  lighted 
from  Windows  in  the  Doom.  This  De- 
fign  is  fuitable  for  an  Eminence  to  be 
{ten  at  a  great  Diftance,  or  for  the  Center 
of  a  Wood,  where  its  top  can  be  (ten 
above -the   Trees.

Shews  the  Plan  and  Elevation  of  a 
Temple,  the  Plan  A  is  Eleven  Feet  each 
Way  in  the   Clear.

Shews  another  Plan,  and  Elevation  of 
a  Temple ;  its  Plan  A  is  Fourteen  Feet  by 
Ten  Feet  in   the  Clear.

Shews  the  Plan  and  Elevation  of  a  Sum- 
mer-houfe ;  its  Plan  A  is  Twelve  Feet 
each  Way  in  the  Clear. 
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PLATE     IX. 

Shews  the  Plan  and  Elevation  of  a 
Temple  ;  A  the  Steps  ;  B  the  Plan,  20 
Feet  each  Way  in  the  Clear  ;  the  Brakes 
are  two  Feet  each,  which  makes  the 
whole  Width  24  Feet.

Shews  the  Plan  and  Elevation  of  a  Sum- 
mer-houie,  elevated  on  a  Pavement  or  green 
Sod,  and  afcended  to  by  Steps,  or  a  Slope 
of  Grafs  j  A  the  Entrance;  B  the  Plan. 
10  Feet  each  Way  in  the  Clear. 

PLATE     XL 

Shews  the  Plan  and  Elevation  of  a 
Lodge,  or  Houfe  of  Retirement,  78  Feet 
in  Front  ;  A  Tarras  ;  BB  Entrances  ;  C 
Stair-Cafe  9  Feet  wide  ;  D  Parlour  17  Feet 
by  1 5  Feet ;  E  Dining-room,  1 8  Feet  by 
16  Feet ;  F  Paflage  ;  GClofet,  nine  Feet  by 
nine  ;  H  Study,  17  Feet  by  15  Feet.  A  Bed- 
clumber  is  intended  over  E,  and  one  for 
a  Servant  over  F  G,  with  a  Pvoom  above 
lighted  by  a  Semicircle  Window,  to  be 
come  at  by  a  fmall  Stairs  at  the  Side  of  tjie 
Bed-Room.

H  (fee  Front 5)  D  Well-hole,  E  Back- 
fteps  ;  F  Parlour,  19  Feet  by  15  Feet; 
G  Dining-room,  19  Feet  by  15  Feet;  fome 
intended  Bed-rooms  over  F  and  G,  and 
Garrets  for  Servants  in  the  Roofs,  with 
proper  Offices  under  F  and  G.
